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Coal: The Public's 


Responsibility 


(From The New York Nation) 


A 


COAL shortage threatens, and 
there is talk of a strike on Septem- 


ber 1. Some newspapers are suggesting 
a boycott of anthracite coal "to teach 
the industry a lesson" and others arc 
urging the President to take drastic 
measures, to seize the mines, to prohibit 
a strike. The Federal Coal Commission 
at the eleventh hour is calling operators 
and miners into conference again, but 
there is little hope of more than a 
patched-up peace. The Commission has 
published a mild supplemental report 
on the anthracite industry, suggesting 
various admirable forms of tinkering 
but nothing more than tinkering; the 
Children's Bureau is circulating a report 
on child labor in the anthracite district; 
and a committee of publics-spirited citi- 
zens, headed by Professor Zechariah 
Chafee, Jr., has issued a report expos- 
ing appalling conditions of feudalism in 
coal-mining areas, including leases by 
which the coai companies bind miners to 
permit no one but furniture-movers: 
doctors, and undertakers in their homes. 


The public pretty much deserves the 


hard treatment it is getting from the 
anthracite industry. It lias always re- 
fused to do any serious thinking about. 
coal. Until it gets over its hnbit of sea- 
sonal scares followed by seasonal for- 
getfulness it cannot expect much im- 
provement. 
For coal has become of 


such importance to everyone .that the 
public, which complains bitterly when 
the supply runs short and prices go sky- 
rocketing, must assume and accept a 
primary responsibility. When the Fed- 
eral Coal Commission was appointed 
last autumn there seemed to be a possi- 
bility that public interest in coal, stirred 
by the long strike and consequent cold 
houses, would be sufficiently strong to 
force the Commission to suggest real, 
far-reaching, 
statesmanlike 
solutions. 


Instead, we' have a series of minor sug- 
gestions obscured in the public mind by 
the major suggestion of Federal seizure 
of the mines. 


To seize the mines would be about as 


footless as the French attempt to get 
coal by sending soldiers into the Ruhr. 
The Ruhr workmen refused to dig coal 
at the behest of soldiers, and unless the 
public ceases shouting and begins think- 
ing we may see American soldiers at- 
tempting to force American miners to 
dig coal. That would be a national dis- 
grace. 
The present problems of the 


coal industry would persist after seizure, 
and new problems would arise. 
What 


wages and what profits would the gov- 
ernment pay? Plow would it deal with 
the miners in negotiating wages? Would 
it leave the same men in control who 
now rule the industry and with the in- 
dustry the lives of the men who work in 
it? 
Seizure would, be merely a magnifi- 


cent gesture, emotionally satisfying, but 
settling nothing. 
- < • * 


Nor would it help to prohibit a strike. 


The miners' leaders would probably 
yield to such a prohibition, but. they 
would yield in anger. The miners have 
nothing to say about the administration 
of their industry, yet they have to bear 
ihe brunt of public, anger when things 
go wrong. There is no democracy in the 
anthracite industry. The employers are 
the king and the parliament. 
When 


they refuse to grant the workers' de- 
mands the workers have but one rem- 
edy: to strike. It is a poor woapon, and 
dangerous, but it is their only weapon. 
The miners' attempt to educate the pub- 
lic to the fundamental problems of coal 
by publicity has not yet succeeded. To 
forbid them to use their one weapon 
without providing some equally effective 
means of redress would mean to make 
slaves of them. 


And this indeed is the rock upon 


•which employers and employees are at 
present splitting: the miners demand 
full recognition of the union, including 
the "check-off," and the owners refuse 
to grant it. The "check-off" is essen- 
tially a tax upon the miner; it is deduct- 
ed with his wage;,it goes to the union, 
which uses it primarily for the payment 
of check-wejghmen and check docking- 
bosses—men who see that the miner is 


paid what he earns. It would be prepos- 
terous to drift Into a strike upon »uch an 
issue; the anthracite miners are virtually 
100 per cent organized, and the. employ- 
ers' refusal to grant the recojrnition and 
the "check-off" (which is in effect with 
more than 400,000 soft-coal miners) is 
plainly an endeavor .to kee> the union 
weak. Here, then, is the first problem 
which must be faced. Shall the employ- 
ers deal with the men through the or- 
ganizations and system of representation 
which the men have developed? Is it to 
the public interest, or not, to attempt to 
develop some measure of democracy, to 
work 'but a system of constitutional 
government within the industry? 


To us it seems that the first step is to 


recognize the human value of the coal 
miners and the value of their good will 
in the industry, and to give them every 
possible recognition. 
But the private 


owners have made it plain that they will 
not do so of their own free will. How 
shall they- be made to do so? The pub- 
lic's readiness to accept governmental 
intervention in the industry is obviously 
growing—the loose talk of "seizure of 
the mines" is evidence of that; it is clear 
that if we do not work out a coordinated 
plan of governmental control we shall 
drift into it helter-skelter. ; 


There is no single, .simple solution of 


this coal problem which can be applied 
overnight. 
The Nation believes that 


sooner or later, in one form or another, 
government ownership is inevitable. The 
Federal Coal Commission disagrees with 
us. All the more then it.-is its function 
to help us find ways out of the present 
disorganization of the industry. 
The 


Commission has pointed out that part 
of the difficulty is that the population 
which uses anthracite has increased 
more rapidly than has the supply of an- 
thracite. It has not yet touched upon 
the possibilities of increasing the 
effi- 


ciency of the coal by transforming it 
into power at the mines, or helped focus 
public attention upon the possibilities of 
the super-power plans now being dis- 
cussed. It has dwelt upon the evils of- 
the interlocking coal and railway owner- 
ship, which permits the railroads to 
charge 30 per cent higher freight rates 
upon the anthracite we use in our homes 
than upon the soft coal used in industry. 
It has not probed—publicly, at any rate 
—into the feudal conditions of life forced 
upon the miners, into the ownership of 
whole towns, the prostitution of State 
constabularies into private agents of the 
coal-owners (which Professor- Chafee's 
committee has exposed and proved with 
documents) ; it has made no constructive 
suggestions which would avoid a return 
of the present crisis next year or two 
years hence. 


Public attention is once more .center- 


ing upon the coal industry. Will it last? 
Even a strike, if it meant that the 'pub- 
lic would honestly face and start to solve 
the problem of coal, would be preferable 
to more fitful forgetfulness followed by 
more fitful passion.

New York Call Says Slemp Apnointment 


Shows the Trend of President 


Lest we forget, we should remember the rag- 


weed bloom* in late September.

President Coolidge doesn't talk much, and his 


admirers try to make people think that he is 
a strong, silent man. 
But he doesn't have to 


talk. 
He has performed the first important 


act of his administration, and he has written 
riimself down for what he is. 


In appointing C. Bascom Slemp as his secre- 


tary, Coolidge has given a key to himself and 
lis plans. 


The secretary to the president is not merely 


a personal aid; he is a public official of the first 
importance. 


Mr. Siemp is a southern Republican, and for 


14 years he was congressman from the one 
Virginia district that always goes Republican. 
And before him his father represented the dis- 
trict for many years. But unlike most south- 
ern Republicans, Slemp is white, and his'hope 
is to see .a lily white and a Jim Crow south— 
which means to al! intents and purposes he is 
exactly like every southern Democrat; he voted 
in congress against the anti-lynching bill, like 
every southern Democrat, and except for the 
purely artificial label he is a southern Demo- 
crat. 


Slemp is a leader of his party, and the open 


charges in congress of last December have not 
been forgotten that he is the official broker for 
jobs and other patronage in the south for the 
Republican machine and for deserving Repub- 
licans, jobs being traded for substantial sums. 
In other words, Slemp is a hard-boiled, dyed- 
in-the-wool politician, and his particular task 
is to try to break up the -solid south, not in the 
interest of a liberalism that revolts at lynch- 
ing and other barbarities—but because he has 
no discernible principles to distinguish him 
from his political opponents—but in the inter- 
est of the big business owners of his party, 
who want to have a solidified country back 
of them, rather than a country with a large 
indigestible chunk that cannot be carried. 


Since Slemp ,was neither Coolidge's personal 


associate before his elevation—as were Mr. 
Christian and Mr. Tumulty—nor was he a man 
of outstanding national importance—as other 
presidential secretaries have been—nor yet a 
skilled and trained private secretary, the con- 
clusion is inevitable that he was selected, not 
by Coolidge for his own. convenience, but by the 
big business party leaders for their purposes. . 


Further, in the face of the coal situation, it 


is interesting to note that Slemp is A big busi- 
ness man, with large coal mine holdings, and 
with a natural interest to see profits as high 
as possible and wages as low as possible, and 
with a decided feeling against the demands of 
the miners for 100 per cent organization. 


Coolidge doesn't have to speak very much. 


One act like this appointment of Slemp is 
grateful news to the big bosses of the -G. O. P. 
that they are still in control and1 that in spite 
of his stern, hard, unsmiling exterior they need 
haye no fear of the future. 


Big businesses intrenched firmly. Lean days
